There are platforms and platforms. 
Some are short and some are long; some 
are conciliatcry and some are full of 
trouble. The long ones are generally 
the weak ones, as their length proceeds 
from vanity or from brains incapable of 
condensation. Many a one presents is 
sues that are not before the people in the 
canvass that it inaugurates, and thus the 
door is opened to unnecessary weakness. 
The builders of such platfurms deserve 
to be buried beyond resuscitation under 
their blundering work. And yet there 
are many blunderers; and it is only now 
and then that we come up with a plat- 
form that simply and briefly presents the 
important issues of a canvass, and leaves 
the balance to tse voters. Such a 
platform was unanimously adopted by 
the Kentucky democracy at their mam- 
moth convention of nearly thirteen hun- 
dred delegates, held on the 8th day of 
last May.

cerns, and the surest bulwarks against anti- 
republi-an tendencies. Every attempt on 
the part of the federal government to exer- 
cise a power not delegated to it inthe con- 
stitution, or to exercise a delegated 
power in a manter not there- 
in _— prescribed, is an act of 
usurpation, demanding the fustant and 
unqua!ified condemnation of a people jeal- 
ous of their liberties. And we hold that 
aby unconstitutional interference by the 
general governmext with the local affairs of 
any state, to any extent or under any pie 
tense whateve., should be at.once condemn- 
ed by all classes of every section of the 
union, as all such acts tend to the destruc- 
tion of our federal system, and the. consoli- 
datiou of a!l power in a centralized despot- 
ism. 

That is all there is of it. It is perfect. 
It presents the vital issues. It does not 
deal with subjects that are not involved 
in the gubernatorial canvass of Ken- 
tucky, nor is it loaded down with reso- 
lutions that arepurely buncombe. Res- 
olutions in favor of economy, honesty, 
and reduced texation are always implied. 
Immemorial custom pledges the demo- 
cratic party to all that by a sort 
of unwritten law. The mas‘er hand 
that drafted the Kentucky platform ig- 
nored all such subjects, and goes right 
to the heart of present political divisions. 
It is a good platform for the democracy 
of other states to stand on, and with it 
they can sweep the country as the winds 
sweep the broad prairies.

Capture of George Ap; lewhite, the 
Last of the Lowry Gapng—A 
Desperate Struggle wi'h 
a Desperate Man. 


[Goldsboro, N. C., Correspondence of the New

Since 1871 a stalwart mulatto, passing 
under the assumed name of Bill Jackson, 
has been living in this locality, following 
the vocation of a plasterer and brick- 
mason. It seems that Jackson and an- 
other negro, whose name escapes my 
memory, for some time bave been suit- 
ors for the hand of the same woman, 
and that this contest engendered the 
most bitter hostility between them. 
They had hitherto been warm friends, 
and it was during this period of intima- 
cy between them Jackson divulged to 
him the ghastly secrets of his former life 
with the robber-chief, Henry Berry Low- 
ry, in Robeson county. Jackson’s ‘rival 
betrayed him; and acting unpon infor- 
mation received from him, certain par- 
ties here addressed a fetter to Mr. Mc- 
Millan, the sheriff of Robeson county, 
asking for a minute description of Geo.

Though wholly unarmed, Ap- 
plewhite did effective execution with 
his brawny fists, knocking Freeman in- 
to chaos and out of time the first round. 
This gave him a momentary freedom, 
he ran rapidly down toward the market 
house, but was soon ovretaken by his 
fleeter persuers, and beaten into submis- 
sion. He was terribly cut and bruised 
by the batons of the police, both in the 
temple and back of his head.

It will be remembered that 
George Applewhite murdered Mr. King,

What Waddy Thompson Has to Say 
of ht te Arrest. 


[From the Jefferson City Tribune, July 4. 

Asa matter of simple justice to Mr. 

Waddy Thompson, who is under arrest 
on a requisition from the Governor of 
Tennessee, and in custody of the sheiff, 
awaiting the decision of his application 
to be released under a writ of habeas 
corpus, we make the following statement 
of facts as Mr. Thomipson’s version of 
the aftair, to-wit; 

Hendrix, McNabb & Co., a firm com- 
osed of Hendrix, McNabb, and Waddy 
‘hompson, were engaged in the whole- 

sale grocery business in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, ‘This company failed, and trans- 
ferred its entire stock to J. J. Murphy, 
president of the Memphis bank, as se- 
curity for $31,000, to aid in paying its 
debts. After this had been done, Mrs. 
Wilkerson, the mother-in-law of Mr. 
Thompson, paid the Memphis bank the 
money, and all the balance of the debts 
of Hendrix, McNabb & Co., and J. J. 
Murphy then transferred the goods and 
all the assets of the broken grocery firm 
to Mrs. Wilkerson. Mrs. Wilkerson 
then entrusted the goods, and accounts 
rescued from Murphy, to Hendrix & Co., 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
$40,000. Mrs. Wilkerson becoming dis- 
satisfiedj with the management of the 
goods and debts by Hehdrix & Co., was 
advised by counsel to replevy the goody 
and take them out of the possession of 
said Hendrix & Co., and gave a power 
of attorney to Col. W. W. Arnett, a 
lawyer of St. Louis, to attend to the 
matter for her, and he instituted pro- 
ceedings in the U. 8S. circuit court for 
the western district of Tennessee, to re- 
cover the goods. This action was insti- 
tuted, and the goods replevied October 
25, 1874, and on the 26th of October, 
the counsel of Hendrix & Co., who was 
assistant attorney-general fur Shelby 
county, Tennessee, procured indictments 
against agent Arnett, Waddy Thomp- 
son, Carroll and Smyth, for perjury, 
horse stealing and larceny. We are in- 
formed that Mr. Thompson has in his 
possession the original papers, which 
wili verify the foregoing statement, and 
further, he bas written documents signed 
by the parties now prosecuting him, by 
which to establish his right to the horses 
and all other property in dispute.

in the Atlanta post office were absorbing a 


| large share of public futerest, algo that there 


wes much unwritten history connected with 
these complications, as to their origin, pro- 
gress and results. A representative of the 

ONETITUTION accordingly called upon Gov. 


Bard yesterday afternoon, and interviewed 
him thoroughly upon this importact mat- 
ter. The governor was found in his sanc- 
tum upon the corner of Pryor and Mitchell 
streets, looking as cheerful ag ever, and ev- 
idently taking the situation very calmly. 
He received us with his accustomed courte- 
sy, and did not hesitate to talk freely upon 
the subjectin hand. A full report of the ia 

terview is given below, and werecommend it 
tothe attention of our read rs. It is but 
just to Gov. Bard to sey that this iaterview 
will clear up all doubts as to his legal status, 
and puts his case in a much stronger light 
than it had been supposed to oceupy. We 
also obta'ued a number of facets never pub- 
lished before, and which eannot fail to be 
read with interest. 

Keporter---To whom do you attribute the 
effort to remove you, and how was the 
fight made ? 

Goy. Bard—‘‘The first part of the effort 
was putia motion by J. G. W. Millis and 
his alies who were offended with me be- 
cause I faled to recoguize him fn my ap- 
pointments as postmaster. They succeeded 
in poisoving the mind of the postmaster 
general by various statements which had no 
foundation in truth. They also besieged 
and barrassed the president until he be- 
ceume disgusted. and turoed the whole mat- 
per over to Mr. Jewell to be disposed of by 
iim. ° 

Keporter—What did you do wlen you 
learned of these efforts ? 

Gov. Bird—I treated them at first with 
utter indifference, &nowing General Grant’s 
capacity for the measurement of men. In 
the case of Larl Schurz he proved himeelf a 
won-erful reader of human character, con- 
sequently 1 did not suppose that Mr. Mille 
and his allies could affect me injurivusly 
with the president. Subsequently I visited 
Washington, had an interview with the 
president, gave him the status of my oppo- 
nents ani returned home Leaviag the ques- 
tion entirely with him. 

Keporter—Has Mr. Mills any influence in 
Washington, and what was he after? 

Gov. Bard—The first ten days of Mr. Mills’ 
stay in Washington, possessing a plausible 
address, he made a pleusing impression 
upon the different departments, but his 
great trouble was in staying too lung, as be 
was detected in misrepresentation in more 
cases than one, as can be established by 
living witnesses now in this city, and who 
happened to be with him in Washington. 
Ostensibly he was there to pave the way to 
obtain his seatin the next congress, as a 
member from this district, but his real ob 
ject was that of office for himself and iu- 
mediate associates. Some of whom have 
recently forsaken him, because of his infi- 
delity and treachery. His effort for office 
fer himself and friends, has proved an utter 
failure. 

Reporter—How and when did you receive 
the first it timation that the postmaster gen- 
eral desired to remove you? 

Gov. bard—First, through the press asso- 
ciation. Subsequently I received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from the postmaster gen- 
eral:

Bard—1 am in eve"y particular; for 
I look upon it as a mighty rock in a weary 
land. I amnot to be driven out of the re-4 
publican party through the absence of of- 
fice and its emoluaepts. I will further 
state that the next presidential republican 
ticket will carry the pation by an over- 
whelming majoiity, and I shall leave no 
leaf unturned forthe consummation of such 
a result. 

Reporter—Ilas any step been taken by the 
government in regard to your relation to 
the postoflice, since you surrendered it un- 
der protest to Mr, Conley? 
¢: Gov. Bard—Il learn that the poia’ raised 
by me, as to Mr. Conley’s right to take pos 
session of the office, at the time he deman- 
ded it, was referred to the attorney-general, 
who decided that I bad not resigued, bat 
my letter to the p-esideat was capable of 
such a construction; whereupon an order 
was made suspendeng me until the close of 
the next session of the United States senate. 
Of course this is a recognition of myself as 
post-master, which invo ved a new appoint- 
ment, as Well asa new comm ’'ssion of Mr. 
Coney to take charge of the postoffice ad- 
interwn,”’ 

Keporter—Has Mr. Jewell ever given you 
any reason to believe thathe was dissat 
isfied with your administration of the At- 
lanta office. 

Gov. Bard.—He has not, but onthe con: 
trary bas recognized its administration as 
acceptable in every particular, financially 
and otherwise. His objection to me, as I 
am ioformed, isthat [ am notin accord with 
my party, an inference that has not the 
slightest foundatiun in justice, for I am ia 
perfect sympathy withall who support and 
boldiy vindicate national republican priaci- 
ples, and who honor and love the union, as 
it is, and stand square toed and flat footed 
by the flag baptized in the blood of our 
revolutionary fathers.”’ 

This question closed the interview, and 
thanking Gov. Bard for the free expression 
of his views, the reporter withdrew.

The Cotton Factory. 


The work has regularly begun now on the 
factory, and we presume and hope that it 
will be continued until the building are all 
complete. We have - few industries in our 
city which are prospering, and of which we 
boast. Stillitisofthe number of cotton 
bags which are received in Atlanta, and of 
our dry goods, grocery and provision trade, 
in fact, it is our trade or commerce, that we 
rely upon. To be wealthy, prosperous, to 
grow, we must have varied industries out 
side of commerce to rely upon. Around 
Atlantawe grow cotton and wheat, we 
have fine timber, to give us a permanent 
prosperity, all taese raw materials should be 
turned into manufactured articles. We dig 
cotton and wheat and iron out of the soi| 
around us; this is well enough, but we 
shouid not stop at this, The cotton should 
be converted right here into cloth, the 
wheat into flour, and the iron ore into ma- 
chinery. Tbe tiade of Atlanta is good,very 
oe but it is necessary for us that manu- 

actures should be continued with our 
commerce. Trade or commerce will pot 
swell out the dimensions of a city alone. 
But start up one or two factories. ot only 
thatt bu these industries will draw popula- 
tion. And this increased population will 
be ig other trades, industries and manufac- 
ures. 

We hope that the work will be pushed 
forward now, and at no dictant tay the fac- 
tory may be at work.
